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FRENCH LIMITATION 
TO ANTIWAR TREATY 
FLD SETBACK HERE 


Proposal Confines Pact 
to Only Aggressive 
Conflicts. 


CLOUD IS SEEN CAST 
UPON NEGOTIATIONS 


Plan Disliked as Tending to 
Endless Debate to Fix 
on Aggressor. 


(Associated Press.) 

A proposal from Paris to amend the 
Kellogg antiwar declaration treaty plan 
by confining it to wars of aggression 
cast a cloud yesterday over prospects 
for early signature of such a pact by 
France and the United States and its 
presentation to the other grat nations 
of the world for adhesion. 

The note of the French government 
was presented at the State Department 
by Ambassador Claudel. It drew out 
an immediate official, though informal, 
comment that introduction of the 
words aggressive war would open the 
door to endless debate over determina- 
tion of the aggressor in any conflict, 
The form of the American rejoinder to 
this unexpected twist in the antiwar 
negotiations is still to be decided. 
That it will be unfavorable in charac- 
ter is a foregone conclusion. 

The Kellogg plan embraced a pro- 
posal to declare any resort to war in 
settlement of disputes between any 
two of the signatories to the projected 
multilateral treaty outside the national 
policy of those states. It did not con- 
template group action among the 
powers or the erection of any other 
machinery for the maintenance of 
peace than already exists in the form 
of arbitration and conciliation treaties. 


Whole Picture Changed. 


In the American viewpoint the 
French amendment changes the whole 
picture. If only aggressive wars are to 
be repudiated in the declaration, it is 
argued that as a logical sequence some 
machinery to «6 determine aggressor 
states must be invented. The Wash- 
ington Government has been unable 
to accept thus far any proposals that 
have been made as to how this might 
be done. Presumably the same objec- 
tions irom an American viewpoint that 
have prevented Amer’can adherence to 
previous plans for virtually outlawing 
states that make aggressive war apply 
also to the French amendment to the 
Kellogg proposal. 

Whiie the French reply, at least at 
first glance, seems to be a setback in 
the negotiations despite French ac- 
ceptance of the multilateral treaty as 
a substitute for the original Briand 
suggestion for a Franco-American pact 
of friendship renouncing war between 
them, diplomatic discussion of the 
arbitration and conciliation treaty 
commitments between the two coun- 
tries continues with practical assur- 
ance that the Root arbitration pact 
that expires February 27 will be suc- 
ceeded by a new and tighter peace 
agreement of this character. 

The arbitration treaty negotiations 
are distinct from the general antiwar 
declaration .pact idea and also do not 
affect at all the existing Bryan con- 
ciliation treaty between the two coun- 
tries which is to run until twelve 
months after denunciation by cither 
party. The panel of conciliators nomi- 
nated by both countries and provided 
for in the treaty was completely re- 
stored a few months ago when vacan- 
cies on both the French and Ameri- 
can lists were filled. 


Present Treaties Binding. 


The Kellogg antiwar treaty was de- 
signed simply to supplement and round 
out the fabric of peace relationships 
with France and other countries al- 
ready existing.

Provincetown, Mass., Jan. 6 (A.P.).— 
The bodies of four more members of 
the crew of the submarine S-4 were 
taken from the engine room compart- 
ment of the sunken ship by divers this 
afternoon. 

Two of the bodies were found hud- 
died beneath a tarpaulin close to where 
one of the three bodies recovered 
Wednesday was discovered.

Quantico, Va., Jan, 6.—Grimly quiet,

The second battalion is 
being formed of marines at Pacific 
Coast stations and will join the first 
upon arrival at Nicaragua. On the 
scene more than 1,000 strong, the regi- , 
ment, which will be named the Elev- 
enth, will join forces with an equally 
strong regiment which is already in the 
field against Sandino. 

The Eleventh Regiment, which will | 
arrive at the Central American republic 
with such famed chiefs as Maj.

“Unfortunately,” he continued, “in 
this case the prisoner has been de- 
prived of the right of being informed 
of the nature and character of the 
accusation against him. He has to look 
here, there and every place to find out 
exactly what is the particular thing 
that they are charging is the intimida- 
tion, when it began, and when, if ever, 
1§ ceased. 

“I think it-ts only proper, as your 
Honor has directed me not to proceed 
at all further with the main case, with 
which I am anxious to proceed and 
with which I wanted to proceed when 
your Honor gave me that direction— 
not to proceed at all further until I 
had cleared up this matter, as I say, 
I think it is only proper that I should 
be permitted to clear it up, and that 
Is. what I intend to do.

.Justice Siddons, in reply, said that 
he was not aware that Mr. O'Leary 
war being deprived of anything.

“There was no suggestion at any 
point that the prosecutor had been de- 
prived by somebody of a right, and 
it.is wild distortion of anything that 
the court has said to claim that. There 
was an anxiovg desire on the part of 
the court to see that no injustice was 
done the prosecution in this case. Now 
I understand, in effect, Mr. O’Leary to 
haye informed the court today that he 
does not know—does not understand— 
in what particular he is charged with 
having intimidated and coerced the 
witness.” 


Prosecutor in Doubt. 


Yes,” replied Mr. O'Leary, “and I 
don’t know when it began—when it 
commenced—how it continued. Nor 
do I understand the nature of the case 
here. To me it is something very novel. 
If I am guilty of any offense, there is 
a tribunal where a formal charge can 
be brought against me—where I can 
see the charge and read it—and I can, 
at least, know the charge. 

“In my opinion this is extrajudicial 
It is playing in the hands of the de- 
fendants, because a delay usually plays 
in the hands of the defendants. I am 
anxious to proceed with this case, but 
your Honor has directed me to do this. 

“Ordinarily a man is presumed to be 
innocent, but your honor has directed 
me to go ahead and clear up the 
charges, and I am going to try to do it.” 

“Yes, you have said that before,” 
said Justice Siddons. “Now, I am go- 
ing to let you go on in view of the 
statements you have been making here 
this morning for the first time.

Sacasa in Retirement. 


Guatemala City, Jan. 6 (A.P.).—Dr

Scene of Raid by Police 


Flying Squadron Seeks Liquor, Where 63 Years Ago 
Another Force Captured Lincoln Death 
-Plotte-—Row Over Warrant. 


The famous Surratt House, 604 H 
street northwest, where history records 
that the plot to assassinate President 
Lincoln was worked out in detail, was 


the scene of a raid yesterday by the 
fiying squadron in search of liquor vio- 
ations. 

Sixty-three years ago Washington po- 
lice visited the house on a Much dif- 
ferent mission, arresting Mrs. Mary E. 
Surratt, who maintained a_ boarding 
house there. Mrs. Surratt wds hanged 
after having been convicted of com- 
plicity in the plot. 

Yesterday's raid was fraught with 
difficulties quite unlike those of the 
earlier one. Because the typist who 
filled out the search warrant had a 
lapse of memory and wrote 1927 on the 
date line and then went back and made 
it 1928, the police flying squadron suf- 
fered an hour's delay at the place. 

Bertrand Emerson, jr., attorney for 
the proprietors of the bottling com- 
pany occupying the house, examined the 
warrant and discovered the corrected 
error and announced that he would at- 
tack the legality of the warrant. 

After a conference, the police de- 
cided not to dismantle the place, as is 
their custom, but instead placed reve- 
nue seals on the stock of corks, bottles 
and labels, which they charged bore 
the names of famed liquor brands. 

Six men were arrested and charged 
with violations of the prohibition law. 
They were Solomon Nathan Chesivoir, 
24 years old, of Alexandria, Va.; Benja- 
min Chesivoir, of 606 H street north- 
west; Eugene P. Smith, 26, of 65 M 
street northwest; Alfred G, Mendelson, 
22 years old, of 1827 Florida avenue 
northwest; Charles Ryan, 26 years old, 
of 604 H street northwest, and Albert 
B. Stewart, colored, 19 years old. 

All were charged with illegal posses- 
sion of intoxicants and Smith was also 
charged with sale. Benjamin Chesivoir 
was charged with possession of articles 
designed for the illegal sale of liquor. 

Flying squadron police and revenue

Charges brought by an official of 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
that an alleged gambling house, op- 
erated in the shadow of the institu- 
tion, was taking a heavy toll from the 
salaries of the employes, led to a raid 
on the upstairs premises of 224 Four- 
teenth street southwest. Patrons fled 
across adjoining roofs and escaped as 
three heavy doors crashed before a 
sledge hammer swung by headquarters 
Detectives Varney and Brodie. 

Gregory A. Segar, 24 years old, 640 
Sixth street northeast, and James L. 
Gallagher, 22, of 221 Fifteenth street 
southeast, were arrested on charges of 
setting up a gaming table in violation 
of section 865 of the D. C. code. The 
detectives seized a quantity of cash and 
racing slips. 

Hundreds of homegoing bureau em- 
ployes watched the proceedings as the 
detectives rounded up five prisoners. 

Besides those held on the gaming 
charge, Andrew Wasserman, 37 years 
old; Harris Garner and Harry Talbert 
were charged by the detectives with be- 
ing disorderly.

AMONG FORGOTTEN MEN 


George Taylor Buried at St. 
Elizabeths After 28 Years 
Criminally Insane. 


WAS TERROR OF NINETIES 


“Jack the Slasher” was buried yester- 
day in the little cemetery at St. Eliz- 
abeths Hospital for the Insane, by the 
side of other forgotten men. 

“Jack the Slasher” was George Tay- 
lor, alias Jones, a negro, who was cap- 
tured in Washington March 19, 1894, 


after more than a year elapsed in the’ 


greatest manhunt in the annals of the 
Washington police department. He 
was 68 years old when he died, Decem- 
ber 24, and had spent the last 28 years 
of his life with the criminal insane in 
Howard Hall, St. Elizabeths Hospital. 

~ Taylor, whose criminal activities 
made those of “The Cat’’ fade into in- 
significance by comparison, was the 
mysterious intruder who entered more 
than 100 homes in Washington during 
the fall of 1893 and the spring of 1894, 
robbed them and then slashed every- 
thing he could lay his hands on before 
departing. A cescription of the furore 
caused by “Jack the Slasher’s” outbreak 
would be impossible to exaggerate. The 
slasher appeared in various parts of the 
city and averaged as high as fifteen 
visitations a month during his reign 
of terror. 

Many suspects were arrested, and 
from time to time it was thought the 
criminal had been locked up, only to 
have the theory upset by a continua- 
tion of the burglaries and slashings. 
When convicte’ of his crimes, the 
Slasher was sent to prison, but, after 
serving but a small part of his sen- 
tence, was pronounced insane and 
spent .the remainder of his days in 
Howard Hall.

Mistakes Extraordinary and 
Innumerable, Cusachs- 
Tells Committee. — 


AVILA’S USE OF COMMA 
FOR PERIOD BROUGHT OUT 


Page, on the Stand, Finds His 
Memory Fails Him on 
Pointed Questions.

Dramatic incidents featured yester- 
day's session of the special Senate com- 
mittee investigating the alleged Mexi- 
ean documents published by William 
Randolph Hearst and alluding to a 
Mexican slush fund of 1,215,000 set 
aside for Senators Borah, Norris, La 
Follette and Heflin. 

Testimony to the effect that the doc- 
uments were clumsy forgeries, that the 
alleged code messages were meaningless 
jumbles and that alleged transfers of 
money and telegrams were spurious, 
had been heard from the lips of wit- 
nesses whose statements could not be 
challenged. All the startling plots and 
counter plots and bribery schemes at- 
tributed to the Mexican government in 
the ‘so-called official documents had 
evaporated and become.of little or no 
importance compared to the question 
ot who was responsible for the crude 
forgeries. 

Carlos V. Cusachs, former commander 
in the United States Navy, who has 
served as naval attache in Madrid and 
Havana and has taught Spanish for 
upward of 20 years, had been called to 
the stand. He has been serving as in- 
terpreter for the committee In this in- 
vestigation. 


Mista '.es Bring Smiles. 


His testimony about the unusual! 
number of mistakes in the alleged doc- 
uments, Which he had carefully ¢x- 
amined, had brought smiles from the 
spectators. Among other things, he 
testified that the person who wrote 
the documents abbreviated the Span- 
ish word “usted,” (you) by putting a 
conuma instead of a period after the 
ud. He has said that this mistake 
was most oxtraordinary and that he 
had never seen it made before in all 
his experience.

Avila Becomes Cynosure. 


All eyes turned to Avila, who sat 
next to John Page, the Hearst reporter, 
who said he procured the documents 
from Miguel Avila, who in turn has 
testified that he purchased them with 
Hearst’s money from the Mexican gov- 
ernment files in Mexico City, from 
clerks of the Calles government on the 
border and from a clerk in the office 
of the Mexican Consul General in New 
York. ) 

Avila’s countenance portrayed no 
particular emotion. His mouth was 
partly open and he stared straight 
ahead at some object on the-~ floor. 
Page had turned red and appeared 
embarrassed but his features likewise 
were immovable. The latter had made 
it clear throughout this hearing that 
he hoped Avila’s story of the docu- 
ments would stand up under fire. 

In the test letter which Cusachs 
had dictated in Spanish to Avila he 
had used the word “usted” not once 
but many times. Each time Avila 
wrote it with the comma after tne 
“ud,” 

Another of the many curious mis- 
takes found in the documents was the 
spelling of the Spanish words for 
diplomatic pouch, Commander Cusachs 
testified. The correct spelling is 
“valiza diplomatica,” the witness ex- 
plaihed. But in one of the alleged 
Mexican government seals it was spelied 
“halija diplomatica.” Prior to this, 
John Page had been asked by the con- 
mittee to spell out the Spanish weds 
for diplomatic pouch and he had 
spelled it “balija diplomatica.” 

No such significance was apparently 
attached to this coincidence as to the 
fact that Avila invariably put a comma 
instead of a period after ‘:1d.” Cusachs 
expressed the opinion thatthe persou 
responsible for the text Af the docu- 
ments was an educate@ individual coy- 
nizant of the: form which Mexican offl- 
cial correspondence takes while the 
person who actually wrote the docu- 
ments was not well educated and had 
only a crude idea of correct Spanish. 


Tr@- 


Too Many to Enumerate. 


Commander Cusachs said he had 
made a very careful study of the 71 
documents submitted by Hearst: and 
had found so many mistakes in them 
that It was almost impossible to enuin- 
crate them. There were more than 200 
accents omitted, he said, and more than 
100 misplaced, 86 misspelled words and 
no regard for punctuation whatever 
There were accents all the way through 
where they need not be, he added. 

Elias, the Mexican consul general in 
New York, in writing to his brother-in- 
law, American Ambassador Tellez, in 
Washington, spelled his name Telles 
instead of Tellez, according to the 
documents. When the documents re- 
fer to closing the doors of a bank, for 
example, they use the verb, “serrar”’ 
instead of “cerrar,” making the actual 
text read “sawing down the doors of 
the bank.” The mistakes were char- 
acterized as so crude by Commander 
Cusachs that he referred to them as 
impudent mistakes by an _ ignorant 
man. 

Testimony during the early part of 
yesterday’s hearing was all calculated 
to break down the last vestige of au- 
thenticity of the documents them- 
selves.

Struble testified that he and his experts 
worked for 10 days on the seven mes- 
sages and found no relation to exist be- 
tween the translations and the alleged 
codes. They appeared to the experts 
as jumbles written with ‘the use of a 
limited number of typéwriter keys and 
having no meaning at all. 

Arthur Bliss Lane, who was secretary 
of the American Embassy at Mexico City 
when Avila was procuring the alleged 
documents for Hearst and who is now in 
charge of Mexican affairs at the State 
Department, was the next witness. He 
categorically denied reports that he had 
ever sought to sell information con- 
cerning the activities of American Am- 
bassador Sheffield, denied that he was 
ever in an automobile owned by Avila 
and added, for good measure, that he 
did not believe Avila ever owned an 
automobile, 

Avila, he said, came to him and 
wanted to sell a document about a plot 
against Sheffiela for 200 pesos. Avila 
also tried to interest him in another 
alleged document purporting to give 
anti-American instructions from Calles 
to Mexican diplomatic agents abroad. 
Lane said he told Avila he was not 
interested. 

Lane testified that Page came to him 
with the documents which Avila clalmed 
to have extracted from the Mexican 
government files, but as Page wanted to 
see Ambassador Sheffield and as he, 
Lane, left for the United States at that 
time he did not know just what hap- 
pened. Lane said he understood from 
newspaper men that Avila had been 
employed by them. When questioned 
by Senator Johnson:-as to who told him 
he replied that it was De Courcy, 
of the New York Times, who said he 
had employed Avila. ‘The American 
Embassy was instrumental tn getting 
Avila out of jail on one occasion, Lane 
said, adding that Avila was registered 
as an American citizen at the American 
consulate. 


Page Goes on the Stand. 


Jolin Page then asked to be permit- 
ted to testify about certain matters re- 


‘ferred to by Lane. The committee, how- 


ever, appeared to be more interested in 
the alleged letter from Senator La Fol- 
lette to President Calles. which Paye 
had endeavored to procure for the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger shortly be- 
fore Page entered the service of Hearst.

“When an American submarine has 
been sunk and the crew remained in 
control of the vessel, one or both ends 
of the vessel have always been raised 
and the crews saved,” Commander Ells- 
berg said. “In the German, British 
and Japanese navies the entire .crews 
have been lost in such instances.” 

In regard to submarine raising de- 
vices. the witness said that the only 
proyed method was the pontoon, He 
said that the German ship Vulcan, de- 
signed for the purpose, had proved a 
failure because she was not a seagoing 
boat, and could not lift the larger type 
af submarines.

THE SILVER LINING OF INHERIT- 
ABLE DISEASE. 
T is not to be expected that all 
I the children born in a family in 

which there is an inheritable disease 
or defect will exhibit the effects of the 
bad inheritance. Even those diseases 
and defects where inheritance is most 
likely to occur will miss a large pro- 
portion of the offspring. Those with 
feeble inheritance tendencies will affect 
only a few of the children in the 
family. 

There are inheritable diseases that 
are sex limited. Such will skip en- 
tirely all the children of one sex, And, 
finally, there is a considerable tendency 
for human strains to throw off ab- 
normalities, and somehow or other, to 
get back on the established level which 
we call normal, 

A recent study of a family of bleeders 
reported in the American Journal of 
Heredity shows how feeble is the tend- 
ency to the continued development of 
this condition in a family tree. There 
established heredity laws. It is known 
to be inheritable through the female, 
although it affects only the males. It 
is generally accepted as being an in- 


herited disease of the sex limited type, 
and conforming to Mendelian law. 


A Polish physician reports the his- | 


tory of a family of bleeders observed 
during six generations. In the first 
generation there was a hemophilic male 
and his sister. The record does not 
refer to other children. The sister had 
nine children, of whom one male was 
affected with hemophilia, three were 
normal and five daughters were ail 
normal. 

In the third generation there were 
24 children of this family of —s 
brothers and sisters. Of the 24 on 
male had hemophilia, 11 were normal, 
as were the 12 daughters. 

In the fourth generation there were 
56 children of the 24 in the third. In 


this group there were 3 affected males, | 


24 normal males and 29 normal fe- 


males. 


In the fifth generation there were 30 
offspring. Of these, 2 were affected 
males, 12 were normal males and 16 
were normal females. At the time of 
making the report the fifth generation 
had not been of child-bearing age very 
long. The record covered only four 
children in this fraternity. Three of 
these were males and none pad hemo- 
philia.

Virtually All Belgian Merchants Now Follow Practice, 
Consul Says—Lower Tariff and Diamond Squad 
Urged to Break Up Activity. 


(Associated Press.) 

Estimating that half of the millions 
of dollars worth of diamonds sold an- 
nually in the United States are smug- 
gled into the country, George W. Mcs- 
sersmith, American Consul General at 
Antwerp, told a House ways and means 
subcommittee yesterday that smuggling 
activities had increased by leaps and 
bounds in recent years. 

“It has become so strongly in- 
trenched,” he said, “that it could not 
be stopped with‘ the present methods 
of detection, even with unlimited ap- 
propriations and unlimited personnel. 

“The only possible solution is a re- 
duction in American import dufies that 
would make smuggling unprofitable, 
and the organization of a ‘diamond 
squad’ under the Treasury that could 
trace smuggling even at its source. 

“I remember when it was considered 
a disgrace on the Antwerp market to 
smuggle. Now that repugnance is dis- 
appearing, and solely because of the 
pressure of competition. 

“Practically speaking,” Messersmith 
continued, “there are no more honest 
dealers. When I asked the leading mer- 
chants of Antwerp why they did rot 


organize to keep smuggling merchants 
out of their clubs, they answered that 
at least 80 per cent of their members 
smuggled. Some keep up an gppeare 
ance of honest exporting by making 
out invoices for shipments at thé 
American consulates, but these ship« 
ments are actually sent by ‘carriers.’ 

“It. is these ‘carriers’ who make it 
impossible to stop smuggling. They 
are unknown even to each other and 
even to the merchant in Antwerp, who 
operates through a smuggling broker | 
and is given a guarantee by him on the | 
safe delivery of the goods.

IN NICARAGUA. 


It was. too much to expect that all 
Americans would stand by their Govern- 
ment in its determination to protect 
American interests and incidentally to 
ehable the Nicaraguan people to choose 
a government of their own. This: ts: a 
political year, and politicians are taking 
ailvantage of the situation in Nicaragua 
in the hope of embarrassing the ad- 
ministration. These politicians exhibit 
varying degrees of pusillanimity in their 
suggestions for dealing with the situa- 
tion. Most of them would have the 
United States scuttle from its duty, 
while some of them propose abject sur- 
render to the bandit Sandino. A pend- 
ing Senate resolution seems to contem- 
plate the overruling of the President by 
the Senate committee on foreign rela- 
tions. Of course, the committee would 
first send for Mr. Coolidge and put him on 
the gridiron. His refusal to answer ques- 
tions would of course subject him to pun- 
ishment for contempt; and the rest would 
be easy.

SPAIN’S LOST TREASURE. 

“‘Pieces-of-eight! Pieces-of-eight!”’ 

Search has again been authorized for the 
treasure said to lie at the bottom of Vigo Bay, 
in Spain. The Spanish government has re- 
cently renewed a concession to an Italian con- 
cern to raise what legend declares to be the 
greatest lost treasure in history. Nearly 200 
stately galleons, laden with gold and silver 
plate from the New World, representing a 
total value of something over $100,000,000, 
are reputed to have gone down in Vigo’s 
waters under an attack by English and Dutch 
ships.‘ It is this ancient hoard whiclt supplies 
the theme of Jules Verne’s classic, ‘“‘Twenty’ 
Thousand Leagues Under the Sea.’’

Uneven Population ‘Growth 
and Congressional Influx 
Seen as Difficulties. 


Five important conditions which can 
not readily be improved and which 
make for dfficulty in the administra- 
tion of public education in Washing- 
ton were enumerated yesterday by Dr. 
Frank W. Ballou, superintendent of 
public schools, in an address at a 
luncheon of the City Club Forum. 

The first factor explained was that 
of the necessity for a dual school sys- 
tem for white and colored pupils. This 
results in the necessity for a dual ad- 


ministrative and supervisory staff and 
more or less ineffective organization 
of pupils into classes. 

Secondly, Dr. Ballou said, there are 
more than 75 eight-room schools in 
Washington. The limitations of an 
eight-room bullding necessitates the 
grouping of more than one grade in 
a room and do not permit of main- 
taining with reasonable approximation 
a class of standard size, it was pointed 
out. 

Population Growth Uneven. 


A third condition that hampers. ef- 
fective school operations, Dr. Ballou 
cited, is the uneven growth of popu- 
lation throughout the District of Co- 
lumbia. The fact that the striking 
growth of population in the District 
of Columbia is in the Northwest sec- 
tion results in great congestion in the 
schools of the Northwest, and a more 
or less static, or even declining, school 
population in some other sections of 
the city, Dr. Ballou stated. 

The shifting from white to colored 
population in certain sections of the 
city is another factor that impedes the 
efficiency of the local school system, 
Dr. Ballou sald. 

The fifth factor that school offictals 
have to combat with yearly is the fluc- 
tuation in school population in Wash- 
ington resulting from Congressional 
sessions. 


Dependent 


“Every teacher and officer in Wash- 
ington knows that the enrollments in 
our several classes are not completed 
until about the time the Congressional 
session opens December 1,” Dr. Ballou 
declared. “Classes must be organized 
in anticipation of the enrollment of 
additional pupils about that time. ‘I'he 
closing of the short session of Congress 
on March 4 results in a shift of school 
population, whereas the school popula- 
tion continues more nearly throughout 
the school year in those years of the 
longer sessions of Congress.” 

Every one of the above enumerated 
conditions tends to increase the per 
capita cost of public education in 
Washington, Dr. Ballou said. These dif- 
ficulties of school organization can not 
wholly be eliminated, he said.

Shows $1,500,000 Loss

FRAIL BUILDINGS CITED 


District officials yesterday asked the 


Army and Navy to eliminate fire haz- 
| ards at Bolling Field. This action was 
taken by approving and ordering sent to 
the War and Navy Departments copies 
of a report by Fire Marshal L. V. Seib 
as a result of an investigation after the 
recent Bolling Field fire that did dam- 
‘age to the amount of $400,000. 


| Selb’s report said that since February, 
| 1921, more than $1,500,000 worth of 
| property had been destroyed by fire at 
the aviation field. The document con- 
tinued: 

“The storing of valuab'e supplies and 
ithe operation of various snops in cheap- 
ly constructed buildings of frame ot 
sheet metal constitutes a grave fire 
hazard. Some of the inetal buildings 
have roofs of corrugated metal sheets 
| covered on each side with an asphalt 
or similar inflammable coating which 
when heated by fire melts. ignites and 
| drops and tends to spread the flames. 

“Interiors of these buildings, in turn, 
are partitioned off with wood. They 
also contain a great number of wooden 
i shelves and bins which increase the fire 
havarel 

“It Is requested that uttention of tie 
|officials of the United States Army and 
| Navy be invited to the conditions cited 
and that they take steps in future 
toward elimination of the fire hazards 
by erection of substantial and strictly 
fireproof buildings having fireproof 
walls, floors, partitions, stairways and 
roofs; further, that a better system of 
mains and water supply be provided for 
protection of buildings located on the 
re servation; aiso that the buildings 
containing supplies be provided with 
vater-sprinkler systems.”
